Barbarous Huns 


How the Germans Destroy Their Own 
Wounded Scldiers 


A grim story of German barbarity 
to their own wounded is related by 
Mr, Victor E. Marsden, of the Morning 


Post, in an Nrticle on the work of Mr. 


Alexander Guchkov, formerly presi- 
dent of the Russian Duma, and now 
ut the head of the Red Cross organi- 
zation on the German front. M. Guech- 
kov, Who has seen war in many lands, 
has brought back a little piece of 
mechanism provided by the German 
military hospital officials and used 
by them on the field, which proves 
What the German is—a complete sav- 
age. This little relic is proof posi- 
tive of German barbarity beyond all 
the sworn statemenés of thousands 


of mutilated victims and outraged sur- 
vivors of Germanic warfare, essential- 
ly the warfare of trained bullies. 

It nominally, a scial form of 
whistle with which the hospital order- 
lies who inspect the fields of battle 
are supposed to summon extra aid 
when needed. It hanes by a few links 
of chain from a button of the tunie 
About five inches long, it looks like a 
rounded. bit of wood shaped to fit the 
grasp. 


From one end protrudes the whistle

like a small bore revolver muzzle | 
when viewed end on.

But it is not a squirt, not even for 
hot vitrol, the latest Germanic war | 
Weapon: that peculiar invention of 
the fiend is worked by compressed | 
air, This “whistle” for hospital order- | 
lies is a miniature single-shot pistol. 
The whistle part runs solid through | 
the handle and beyond; when the 
cross-piece is pulled out like a piston 
it reveals a slot, into which a _ ball 
cartridge is slipped 

There is a strong spiral spring in 
the upper part, against which-you pull 
to expose .the loading shot. This 
spring also serves the firing’ pin. An 
innocent weapon, cnly a whistle, 
which whistles less effectively than 
scores of more familiar patterns, but 
a part of the working machinery of | 
the vaunted arlords of the world. 
Put in a gla case in a museum with 
labe} of origin, this little weapon 
would suffice to damn the German 
without further evidence. 

The hospital men of the Germar 


having-satisfied themselves that 
a given German soldier lying helpless 
on the field of battle is of no further 
use to the state as a part of the fight- 
ing machine, applies the innocent- 
looking “whistle” to temple or 
or other vital spots. 

There is practically no noise, and 
the work is always done at night. The 
German soldier is not a man, only a 
part of the war-machine, and his value 
when “outed” is that of the useless 
horse, namely, the skin he wears. 
Whether the wretch might recover 
and live out an ave lifetime 
minus a limb or two ier no import- 
ance, The German soldier's value is 
not the life that is still in him, but the 
uniform he wears, which may serve 
for another bit of newly-impressed 
mechanism. It is quite a small thing, 
this hospital orderly “whistle,” but it 
opens up an illimitable vista into the 
foul minds of those who have been 
ruling modern Germany, the makers 
—and the unmakers—of the German 
empire. It reveals to us the inward 
meéaning of reports we have read of a 
moaning roomful of wounded German 
soldiers suddenly becoming dead sil- 
ent on the appearance of one of their 
German officers 

It explains why the Russians, when 
they finally took Prasnish, found Ger- 
man wounded hidden aw as far as 
the poor wretches could crawl, in 
tics and cellars and styes and barns, 
anywhere to escape the eye of their 
butchers—not the enemy, who wound 
with bullet and blade, honestly: and 
openly, but the seogrt butchers ap- 
pointed to the German government, 
with special weapons devised and 
made by the German government for 
the ends of war as understood by the 
German,

Canadian ‘Division Lost More Men 
Than,Any Similar Force During 
the War 
London.—It is likely that some mis- 
apprehension still exists in Canada 
concerning the part played by the 
Canadian artillery in the recent en- 
gavements, After the battle of Ypres, 
tor instance, the Canadian eye-witness 
omitted to mention (that the artillery 
that were engaged were Canadian, The 
casualties which thea occu. ed among 
the infantry battalions were published 
at once, but the artillery casualties 
came out in dribbles for six weeks af-! 
ter the battle, which, with other inci- | 
dents, aroused the impression among 
the Canadians that their own artillery 

were not engaged it Ypres. 

The indisputable facts ar) that the 
Canadian artillery lost more men at 
Ypres than any other artillery divi- 
gion has so far lost during the war. 


The losses 4n killed and wounded 
were over 3850, which were heavy 
when it is remembered that most of 


the time only the actual gun crews, 
amounting to about 120 men to each 


brigade, were under fire, the re- 
miinder being far to the rear with 
the horses. 

The first artillery brigade, for in- 
gtance, lost 82 at Ypres, chiefly 
gunners, out of 120; while at Neuve 
Chapelle the heaviest losses in any 
single British battery was twelve, 
and the total for the most :xposed 
brigade about thisty. The artillery

How Guns Wil! be Allotted to Dif- 
ferent Regiments 

Ottawa.—In connection with the 
gifts of machine guns which are pour- 
ing in from all parts of Canada it is 
explained that many of the donors 
have stipulated their subscription 
for the allocation of guns to certain 
regiments. It is peinted out there are 
certain difficulties whieh prevent such 
an arrangement. The distribution 
must be made on the busis of milits 
necessity. Battalions now being or- 
ganized must of necessity be reinfore 
ing regiments, and will go as drafts to 
the front. It is not expected that 
more than two Canadian divisions will 
be in the field in Flanders and it is 
therefore plain that the guns with the 
exception of those neaded for training 
purposes in the various camps of the 
Dominion must be placed where the 
enemy is, at the front, Battalions 
now ys ing organized must of necessity 
lose their identity and be merged ulti- 
arale into the divisions. Were the 
machine guns donated to be given the 
subscriptions were made, a condition 
might arise where rural regiments 
would be poorly equipped and city reg- 
iments heavily equipped.

‘ase of such offenses even when 
committed abroad, and it ia under- 
stood that the German courts will 
proceed against offenders.

AN MARINO, which literally 
came on to the map when it 
entered the war on the side of 
Italy, is #0 small a state that 

It really is rarely to be found on any 
except the largest maps of Europe 
Most geography books ignore its ex- 
istence, yet it is the oldest existing re- 
public as well as the smallest. 

For more than 1,000 years it has rest- 
ed secure in its independence in its 
place in the sun on the flat top of 
Monte Titano, 2,650 feet Wbove the sea 
Its entire area is but thirty-three square 


miles, and its population but 11,041. 
When it promised to ald its friend 
Italy “to the last man” San Marino 


mustered its armed forces and counted 
thirty-nine officers and 950 men, 

Nominally the republic of San Ma- 
rino has been at war with Austria ever 
since 1866. This is due to its small- 
ness, for the treaty of peace which gave 
the region of Venetia to Italy, arranged 
between that country and I'russia and 
Austria, made no mention of the repub- 
lie, whik considered herself an ally of 
Italy. (juribaldi, with seme Marinese 
aniong his forces, was still fighting in 
the Trentino west of Trent and threat- 
ened to besiege the city when Victor 
Emmanuel II, ordered him to return in 
1867. A new treaty of friendship with 
Italy was concluded June £8, 1807, and 
revised in 1268, but peace was never 
formally made with Austria, 

Dominating the Adriatic, San Marino 
forms w useful point for the mounting 
of ble guns, but the value of her entry 
into the war on the side of Italy has a 
still more useful side than that. It is 
one which has never before belonged to 
the tiny state in all its long existence, 
for if San Marino had remained neutral 
Austria could have used this mountain 
top as a most valuable resting 
for {ts attacking alr craft, 

On Novy, 12, 1914, San Marino defied 
the kalser in a reply to the demand of
